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The New Budget 
Sets A Record 


RESIDENT Kennedy in a Special De- 
fense Budget Message to Congress 
complete text herewith—has called for 
a record peacetime military spending 
program to assure national security “in 
a time of rising dangers and persistent 

hope.” 

The Chief Executive, giving heavy ac- 
cent to expansion of the Polaris and 
Minuteman programs but at the same 
time emphasizing the need for improved 
conventional forces, has proposed an in- 
crease of $2.2 billion in new obligational 
authority for fiscal ’62 over the Eisen- 
hower Budget. He wants a boost in ex- 
penditures of $650 million. 

The Kennedy Defense Budget proposes 
a spending level of $43.8 billion. This is 
the highest total since the $43.6 billion 
outlay for fiscal 53 at the height of the 
Korean War. 

With the increase in NOA that is sought 
for fiscal 62 and the planned increase 
in manpower by 13,000, the fiscal ‘63 
budget is certain to top $44 billion. 

The new budget provides for an in- 
crease of 5,000 men in the Army, far short 
of the 55,000 increase the Army had re- 
quested to reach a strength of 925,000. 
The Navy gets another 3,000 men, 2,500 
of them earmarked for the 10 additional 
Polaris submarines 

The Marines gain 3,000 men, and the 
Air Force 2,000. 

This will permit activation of another 
battle group in the Army, and a battal- 
ion landing team in the Marine Corps. 
The Air Force increase is largely the re- 
sult of ihe decision to place the SAC 
bomber force on an increased ground 
alert, 

Undoubtedly the most controversial 
actions proposed by the Kennedy Budg- 
et are those which would slash the B-70 
Mach 3 bomber program and abandon 
the nuclear aircraft program as a mili- 
tary venture.

Manpower Is Slighted In Revised Defense Budget 

President Kennedy and Secretary of Defense McNamara, now that 
they have completed the “crash” aspects of the fiscal ’62 budget review, 
should insist that more attention be given to the crucial manpower 
shortcomings in our defense structure. 

On a numerical basis, there can be only disappointment in the Fight- 
ing Forces that, under pressure from the Bureau of the Budget, the 
Services will be given mere token increases for the year starting 1 July 
1961. The Army, for example, had sought 55,000 additional soldiers, but 
must be satisfied with only 5000. The Marine Corps is authorized by 
Congress to have a strength of 200,000, but the Kennedy Administration 
review will hold Leatherneck strength below 180,000. The Navy’s in- 
crease of 3000 sailors will be devoted almost exclusively to the burgeon- 
ing Polaris program. Similarly, the Air Force will need virtually all its 
2000 additional airmen for the increased readiness posture of SAC. 

President Kennedy, in a section devoted to the need for $65 million 
in additional funds for readiness training of Army and Air Force units, 
makes the point that “more personnel alone is not enough.’”’ Those are 
important words; we hope they are heeded at the Pentagon. 

It is difficult to imagine how an effective review of the Armed 
Forces can be conducted without a comprehensive study of manpower 
requirements. Significantly, the Defense Budget Message, published here- 
with, makes no mention of Reserve Forces strength, although this is a 
matter on which the Kennedy Administration must make a quick deter- 


mination.

There is no question that manpower needs have been slighted in 
the urgent budget review conducted since 20 January. Decisions on 
weapon systems changes have been made without a full appreciation of 
the manpower implications. This situation must be changed immediately. 
After all, what good will it be to have 29 Polaris submarines instead of 
19, scores more Minuteman missiles, an additional Army battle group, 
or another Marine Corps battalion landing team—if concurrent action 
is not taken to assure that these weapons and units are manned by top 


caliber career people? 


mediately needed changes, I instructed the 
Secretary of Defense to reappraise our en- 
tire defense strategy, capacity, commit- 
ments and needs in the light of present and 
future dangers. The Secretary of State and 
others have been consulted in this reap- 
praisal, and I have myself carefully re- 
viewed their reports and advice. 

Such a review is obviously a tremendous 
task and it still continues. But circumstances 
do not permit a postponement of all further 
action during the many additional months 
that a full reappraisal will require. Conse- 
quently we are now able to present the most 
urgent and obvious recommendations for 
inclusion in the fiscal 1962 budget. 

Meaningful defense budget decisions, how- 
ever, are not possible without preliminary 
decisions on defense policy, reflecting both 
current strategic assumptions and certain 
fundamental principles. These basic policies 
or principles, as stated below, will consti- 
tute the essential guide-lines and standards 
to be followed by all civilian and military 
personnel who work on behalf of our na- 
tion’s security. The Budget which follows, 
if enacted by the Congress under its own 
solemn duty ‘‘to provide for the common 
defense,”’ is designed to implement these 
assumptions as we now see them, and to 
chart a fresh, clear course for our security 
in a time of rising dangers and persistent 
hope. 


I. BASIC DEFENSE POLICIES 

1. The primary purpose of our arms is 
peace, not war—to make certain that they 
will never have to be used—to deter all 
wars, general or limited, nuclear or conven- 
tional, large or small—to convince all poten- 
tial aggressors that any attack would be 
futile—to provide backing for diplomatic 
settlement of disputes—to insure the ade- 
auacy of our bargaining power for an end 
to the arms race. The basic problems fac- 
ing the world today are not susceptible to 
a military solution. Neither our strategy 
nor our psychology as a nation—and cer- 
tainly not our economy—must become de- 
pendent upon the permanent maintenance 
of a large military establishment. Our mili- 
tary posture must be sufficiently flexible

and under control to be consistent with our 
efforts to explore all possibities and to take 
every step to lessen tensions, to obtain 
peaceful solutions and to secure arms limi- 
tations. Diplomacy and deferse are no longer 
distinct alternatives, one to be used where 
the other fails—both must complement each 
other. 

Disarmament, so difficult and so urgent, 
has been much discussed since 1945, but 
progress has not been made. Recrimination 
in such matters is seldom useful, and we 
for our part are determined to try again. 
In so doing, we note that, in the public 
position of both sides in recent years, the 
determination to be strong has been coupled 
with announced willingness to negotiate. 
For our part, we know there can be dialec- 
tical truth in such a position, and we shall 
do all we can to prove it in action. This 
budget is wholly consistent with our earnest 
desire for serious conversation with the 
other side on disarmament. If genuine prog- 
ress is made, then as tension is reduced, so 
will be our arms. 

2. Our arms will never be used to strike 
the first blow in any attack. This is not a 
confession of weakness but a statement of 
strength. It is our national tradition. We 
must offset whatever advantage this may 
appear to hand an aggressor by so increas- 
ing the capability of our forces to respond 
swiftly and effectively to any aggressive 
move as to convince any would-be aggressor 
that such a movement would be too futile 
and costly to undertake. In the area of gen- 
eral war, this doctrine means that such 
capability must rest with that portion of 
our forces which would survive the initial 
attack. We are not creating forces for a 
first strike against any other nation. We 
shall never threaten, provoke or initiate ag- 
gression—but if aggression should come, 
our response will be swift and effective. 

3. Our arms must be adequate to meet 
our commitments and ensure our security, 
without being bound by arbitrary budget 
ceilings. This nation can afford to be strong 
—it cannot afford to be weak. We shall do 
what is needed to make and to keep us 
strong. We must, of course, take advantage 
of every opportunity to reduce military 
outlays as a result of scientific or man- 
agerial progress, new strategic concepts, a 
more efficient, 
effective defense establishment, or 
tional agreements for the control and limi- 
tation of arms. But we must not shrink 
from additional costs where they are neces- 
sary. The additional $650 million in expendi- 
tures for fiscal 1962 which I am recommend- 
ing today. while relatively small, are too 
urgent to be governed by a budget largely 
decided before our defense review had been 
completed. Indeed, in the long run the net 
effect of all the changes I am recommend- 
ing will be to provide a more economical 
budget. But I cannot promise that in later 
years we need not be prepared to spend 
still more for what is indispensable. Much 
depends on the course followed by other 
nations. As a proportion of gross national 
product, as a share of our total Budget, 
and in comparison with our national effort 
in earlier times of war, this increase in 
Defense expenditures is still substantially 
below what our citizens have been willing 
and are now able to support as insurance 
on their security—insurance we hope is 
never needed—but insurance we must never- 
theless purchasc 

4. Our arms must be subject to ultimate 
civilian control and command at all times, 
in war as well as peace. The basic decisions 
en our participation in any conflict and our 
response to any threat—including all deci- 
sions relating to the use of nuclear weap- 
ons, or the escalation of a small war into 
a large one—will be made by the regularly 
constituted civilian authorities. This re- 
quires effective and protected organization, 
procedures, facilities and communication in 
the event of attack directed toward this oh- 
jective, as well as defensive measures de- 
signed to insvre thoughtful and selective 
decisions by the civilian authorities. This 
message and Ludget also reflect that basic

principle. The Secretary of Defense and I 
have had the earnest counsel of our senior 
military advisers and many others—and in 
fact they support the great majority of the 
decisions reflected in this Budget. But I 
have not delegated to anyone else the re- 
sponsibilities for decision which are im- 
posed upon me by the Constitution. 

5. Our strategic arms and defenses must 
be adequate to deter any deliberate nuclear 
attack on the United States or our Allies— 
by making clear to any potential aggressor 
that sufficient retaliatory forces will be able 
to survive a first strike and penetrate his 
defenses in order to inflict unacceptable losses 
upon him. As I indicated in an address to 
the Senate some 31 months ago, this deter- 
rence does not depend upon a simple com- 
parison of missiles on hand before an at- 
tack. It has been publicly acknowledged for 
several years that this nation has not led 
the world in missile strength. Moreover, we 
will not strike first in any conflict. But what 
we have and must continue to have is the 
ability to survive a first blow and respond 
with devastating power. This deterrent pow- 
er depends not only on the number of our 
missiles and bombers, but on their state 
of readiness, their ability to survive attack, 
and the flexibility and sureness with which 
we can control them to achieve our national 
purpose and strategic objectives. 


6. The strength and deployment of our 
forces in combination with those of our Allies 
should be sufficiently powerful and mobile 
to prevent the steady erosion of the Free 
World through limited wars; and it is this 
role that should constitute the primary mis- 
sion of our overseas forces. Non-nuclear wars, 
and sub-limited or guerilla warfare, have 
since 1945 constituted the most active and 
constant threat to Free World security. 
Those units of our forces which are sta- 
tioned overseas, or designed to fight over- 
seas, can be most usefully oriented toward 
deterring or confining those conflicts which 
do not justify a general nuclear attack. In 
the event of a major aggression that could 
not be repulsed by conventional forces, we 
must be prepared to take whatever action 
with whatever weapons are appropriate. But 
our objective now is to increase our ability 
to confine our response to non-nuclear weap- 
ons, and to lessen the incentive for any lim- 
ited aggression by making clear what our 
response will accomplish. In most areas of 
the world, the main burden of local defense 
against overt attack, subversion and guer-

rilla warfare must rest on local populations | 


and forces. But given the great likelihood 
and seriousness of this threat, we must be 
prepared to make a substantial contribution 
in the form of strong, highly mobile forces 
trained in this type of warfare, some of 
which must be deployed in forward areas, 
with a substantial airlift and sealift capacity 
and prestocked overseas bases. 


7. Our defense posture must be both flex- | 


ible and determined. Any potential aggres- 
sor contemplating an attack on any part of 
the Free World with any kind of weapons, 
conventional or nuclear, must know that our 
response will be suitable, selective, swift and 
effective. While he may be uncertain of its 
exact nature and location, there must be no 
uncertainty about our determination and ca- 
pacity to take whatever steps are necessary 
to meet our obligations. We must be able to 
make deliberate choices in weapons and strat- 
egy, shift the tempo of our production and 
alter the direction of our forces to meet 
rapidly changing conditions or objectives at 
very short notice and under any circum- 
stances. Our weapon systems must be usable 
in a manner permitting deliberation and dis- 
crimination as to timing, scope and targets 
in response to civilian authority, and our 
defenses must be secure against prolonged 
re-attack as well as a surprise first-strike. 
To purchase productive eapacity and to ini- 
tiate development programs that may never 
need to be used—as this Budget proposes— 
adopts an insurance policy of buying al- 
ternative future options. 

8. Our defense posture must be designed to 
reduce the danger of irrational or unpremed- 
itated general war—the danger of an unnec-

essary escalation of a small war into a large 
one, or of miscalculation or misinterpretation 
of an incident or enemy intention. Our dip- 
lomatic efforts to reach agreements on the 
prevention of surprise attack, an end to the 
spread of nuclear weapons—indeed all our 
efforts to end the arms race—are aimed at 
this objective. We shall strive for improved 
communication among all nations, to make 
clear our own intentions and resolution, and 
to prevent any nation from underestimating 
the response of any other, as has too often 
happened in the past. In addition our own 
military activities must be safeguarded 
against the possibility of inadvertent trigger- 
ing incidents. But even more importantly, 
we must make certain that our retaliatory 
power does not rest on decisions made in 
ambiguous circumstances, or permit a catas- 
trophic mistake. 
* * . 

It would not be appropriate at this time 
or in this message to either boast of our 
strength or dwell upon our needs and dan- 
gers. It is sufficient to say that the budgetary 
recommendations which follow, together 
with other policy, organizational and related 
changes and studies now underway adminis- 
tratively, are designed to provide for an

Navy May Boost 
USNA-NROTC Duty 


HE Navy is “seriously considering” 

longer periods of obligated service 
for graduates of the Naval Academy 
and the regular NROTC (Holloway 
Plan) program. 

Graduates currently are required to 
serve a minimum of four years on 
active duty following graduation. 

VAdm. W. R. Smedberg, III, a former 
Superintendent of the Naval Academy 
and now Deputy CNO for Personnel, 
has told Congress that the Navy is 
“seriously considering increasing the 
length of service from four to six 
(years) or maybe longer.” 

Members of Congress, from time to 
time, have urged the Services to extend 
the obligated tours of Academy gradu- 


ates. Representative H. R. Gross (R- 
Iowa) introduced legislation in 1958 to 


require all Academy graduates to serve 
at least 10 years before they could re- 
sign their commissions, 


Representative Paul J. Kilday (D- 
Tex), the House Armed Services Com- 
mittee’s manpower expert, said at the 


time that the four-year obligation might 
not be adequate, but that if an officer 
could not be convinced in that period 
that he should make a career of the 
Service “perhaps it would be better to 
let him

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In Fifty Years Aviation Dominates The Navy 


The Navy’s fifty years in aviation has seen the shadow of aircraft 
wings grow larger and larger until today it covers a major part of the 
U. S. Fleet. Even submarine warfare now launches its major offensive 
weapon—the Polaris ballistic missile—into the atmosphere and space to 
strike at targets 1,500 miles away, while our defense against enemy 
submarines is based principally upon aircraft. 

Yet the acceptance and growth of aviation in the Navy, as in the 
Army, was not easily come by. For many years the Navy high com- 
mand considered aircraft as only “the eyes of the fleet’’ and there was 
great reluctance to give it any major or offensive role. Naval adherents 
to aviation found it difficult to make progress to higher grades unless 
they took frequent tours of duty entirely separated from the aircraft 
they loved. 

Not so many years ago, the battleship was hailed as the “backbone 
of the fleet.’ The function of other ships and aircraft was to protect it 
so that it could get in the heavy blows against the enemy. Now the 
battleship—but not without a struggle—has passed out of the active fleet 
entirely. It has been replaced by the big attack carrier, which today is 
truly the backbone of the fleet—the floating airfield from which long 
range, hard-hitting aircraft are launched against the enemy. 

It was World War II which gave Naval aviation its greatest jump 
forward. The converted collier Langley became the Service’s first air- 
craft carrier in 1922. Five years passed before other carriers were com- 
missioned and then only because the Lexington and Saratoga, original- 
ly planned as battleships, were outlawed for their original purpose by 
the Washington Arms Conference. Another seven years passed before 
the USS Ranger was built. But with the advent of WWII the carriers 
began to slide out of the ship yards. With the USS Independence in 1959 
the Navy reached a total of 62 carriers built since the Langley plus 122 
escort carriers. 

For some years the Navy operated its own aircraft factory in Phila- 
delphia. It did not produce great numbers, but the factory was justified 
as a sort of “yardstick.” The large majority of the Navy’s aircraft were 
built by private manufacturers, many of whom have continued over the 
years to produce the Navy’s latest-in-the-air, Curtiss produced many in 
the early era, as did Boeing, Martin, Douglas, and Chance Vought—all 
familiar names in the industry today. 

The Navy aviation program operating separate and distinct from 
that of the Army Air Corps was a stimulating advantage to the overall 
National Defense, for it injected a strong element of competition which 
was beneficial to both. The Navy pursued the development of air cooled 
engines while the Air Force went into the water-cooled types. The vying 
for speed trophies in the early and middle periods resulted in great ad- 
vances in streamlining and cowling and increases in performance. The 
Navy’s efforts in seaplanes and flying boats added immensely to the 
overall aeronautical knowledge. 

The achievements of naval aviation in World War II and in Korea 
will live long in history. In the steady advance across the Pacific it was 
always in the forefront and in Korea its strikes far inland have become 
legendary. Advances in aircraft technology, coupled with missiles, makes 
it a far more effective weapon today. 

Today’s Navy is largely in the air, both in flying machines and in 
missiles, and beyond that into space with such projects as the Transit 
satellites which are making navigation a more exact science. What the 
next, fifty years will bring is beyond man’s knowledge, yet there is little 
doubt but that the Navy’s role in air and space will grow larger with 
the years. 


“Creative Problem Solving’? Needs A Push 


We hope that Secretary of Defense McNamara, Secretary of the 
Army Elvis J. Stahr, jr., and other top Pentagon officials immediately 
will seek detailed reports on the highly successful Military Creative 


Problem Seminar, held at the Army Management School, Ft. Belvoir, 
Va. Last week’s issue of THE JOURNAL published an article on this three- 
day session, attended by military men and civilians from all the Services, 
and top officials from Industry. 

It is no secret that many senior military men are concerned that 
current procedures, particularly in the area of promotion selection, work 
against creative thinking and free expression of bold ideas by junior 
officers. The Bolté Committee of top-ranking retired officers is known 
to have given this problem earnest attention during its comprehensive 
review of officer personnel policies. 

Some way needs to be found so that military men, within the frame- 
work of required discipline, are provided periodic opportunities for ex- 
pression of ideas in an atmosphere where, as one participant in the 
Belvoir Seminar put it, “negativism, defeatism and precedent are checked 
at the door.” 

Col. W. W. Culp, Commandant of the Management School, and 
Dr. Alex E. Osborn, Chairman of the Board of the Creative Thinking 
Foundation, are to be congratulated for their imaginative success in 
bringing together military men and civilians from the Services, and 
executives from Industry for what could prove to be a prototype for 
hundreds of creative thinking sessions at all echelons in all the Services.

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STRATEGIC AEROSPACE COMMAND is re- 
ceiving increased consideration as a name for the 
Strategic Air Command. This follows the ap- 
proval by Secretary of Defense McNamara for 
use of the word “Aerospace” in an official Air 
Force designation. Maj. Gen. Daniel E. Hooks, 
who has commanded the Air Force Research Di- 
vision of ARDC, will command the new Office of 
Aerospace Research, reporting directly to Gen- 
eral Thomas D. White, CofS. 


SEVERAL YEARS AGO the Air Force sought 
approval to use the word “Astronautics” in some 
of its activity designations, but was shot down 
by DoD. Curiously, the Navy did not run into 
such difficulties, and has numerous activities 
which include use of the word “Astronautics.” 


A LOGISTICS COMMAND for the Army is be- 
ing discussed at top DoD echelons. It’s no new 
idea. There have been numerous proposals in the 
past to merge the Army’s technical services. But 
there is strong pressure behind the current study. 
Primary emphasis is on a reorganization that 
would slash the lead time in the weapons cycle. 


ELEVATED TO ASSISTANT SECRETARY 
of the Army from his post as Director of R&D, 
Richard S. Morse can be expected to renew his 
efforts to gain approval for an R&D command 
in the Army. Action was taken last year to 
strengthen the hand of the Chief of R&D, Lt. 
Gen. Arthur G. Trudeau, in the control of R&D 
activities Army-wide, but that reorganization is 
known to have fallen considerably short of what 
Mr. Morse considered to be the most effective 
structure. 


THE COAST GUARD WILL SEEK LEGIS- 
LATION to improve the promotion flow to the 
higher officer grades. Confronted with a “Hump” 
problem to commander, the Coast Guard says 
new legislation is essential to maintain a reason- 
able promotion flow in the future. 


“ADMINISTRATIVELY CONFIDENTIAL” 
is a designation showing up on DoD papers. 
It’s a new kind of classification, designed to 
keep working papers from the press. Presuma- 
bly, it is intended to do the job that was not 
done in the past by use of the now forbidden 
“restricted” designation. 


THE FIRST “MILITARY” LAW signed by 
President Kennedy is the measure which re- 
stores the 5-star rank of President Eisenhower. 
Public Law 87-3 provides that General Eisen- 
hower will continue to receive the $25,000 an- 
nual pension which goes to former Presidents, 
with a $50,000 office staff allowance. He will not 
draw military pay. When President Kennedy 
signed the bill into law, General Eisenhower be- 
came available for military duty at any time. 


THE LAWYER SHORTAGE in the Army (see 
Page 15) will be complicated by plans for an in- 
crease in soldier strength. The Army and the 
other Services want authority to send officers to 
law school as they did before ’54, but there has 
been no DoD approval yet for such a legislative 
request. 


THE NAVY IS STUDYING the possibility of 
giving Polaris crew members submarine pay 
while they are in school and, if DoD approval 
is obtained, will send legislation to Congress. 
Polaris crews currently must undergo a year of 
training before they join their FBM vessels. 
The Navy is finding it difficult to get volunteers 
for the program from among men who have to 
give up their extra submarine pay. 


PENTAGON CONTRACT ANNOUNCE- 
MENTS are giving emphasis to how much of 
the dollar total will go to small business and 
how much will be spent in distressed labor areas. 
Current news releases also are providing infor- 
mation on the number of jobs involved in a 
particular project. 
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FAT INTO MUSCLE was once a popular 
phrase at budget time. President Kennedy says 
the Defense Establishment “must be lean and 
fit.” A veteran of Congressional service, the 
Chief Executive declares that bases and instal- 
lations which “are no longer required must be 
inactivated and disposed of where feasible.” This 
may be interpreted as follows: “where feasible” 
means essentially where Congressional concur- 
rence is possible. Secretary McNamara has 
taken action to close 73 domestic and foreign 
installations. Scores more will be shut down 
by the end of fiscal ’62. 


TWO WEAPONS SYSTEMS go unmentioned 
in the Defense Budget Message. One is Nike 
Zeus, for which no new funds are being asked— 
much to the disappointment of the Army and 
General Laurence S. Kuter of the Air Force, 
CinC of NORAD. The other is the Samos 
reconnaissance satellite. There is increased 
money for Samos; it’s included in the $226 mil- 
lion for Penetration aids, Dynasoar, Advent, 
Defender, Discover “and others” under research 
programs related to strategic and continental 
air defense forces. 


ONE SENTENCE IN THE MESSAGE 
could have a diplomatic recoil action. The 
President says that “we need a greater 
ability to deal with guerrilla forces, insur- 
rections, and subversion.” Some will sug- 
gest that the less said in formal statements 
about such a capability the better. 


A DEFINITION OF “LIMITED WARFARE” 
has created problems enough for military plan- 
ners. President Kennedy adds to the doctrine 
discussions; his Message refers to “sub-limited 
warfare.” This is primarily guerrilla warfare. 


THE PENTAGON DECISION to rescind the 
11th hour order by former Secretary of Defense 
Gates authorizing expenditure of $58 million for 
installation of the Polaris missile aboard the nu- 
clear-powered cruiser Long Beach will revive 
interest in possible use of that ship as a floating 
JCS combat operations center. The Pentagon 
has been studying the feasibility of developing 
an alternate command headquarters at sea that 
could, in event of destruction of the Pentagon 
and other command centers, direct a global war. 


PRESIDENT KENNEDY WAS ACCOM- 
PANIED to his meeting with Prime Minister 
Macmillan at Key West, Fla., by an official party 
which included a Marine Corps officer. He is 
Brig. Gen. Paul J. Fontana, 49, a native of Luc- 
ca, Italy, who grew up in Sparks, Nev. Deputy 
Director for Operations of the JCS J-3 Director- 
ate, General Fontana, a highly decorated aviator 
whose awards include a Silver Star from the 
Army, played a key role in briefing the Com- 
mander-in-Chief on developments in Laos. He 
was promoted to brigadier general last July, and 
the next month was ordered to the JCS from 
duty as CofS of the lst Marine Brigade in Hawaii. 


THE ARMY WILL APPLAUD the action taken 
by President Kennedy, Secretary of Defense 
McNamara and Secretary Elvis J. Stahr, jr., in 
announcing top-level general officer assignment 
changes (see Page 1) well in advance. Often in 
the past, the Army would wait until the last mo- 
ment to announce such assignment changes. The 
early announcement policy strengthens the pres- 
tige of top billets. 


TWO LIEUTENANT GENERALS, Thomas L. 
Harrold, Commandant of the National War Col- 
lege, and John E. Dabney, Deputy Assistant Sec- 
retary of Defense for International Security Af- 
fairs, will retire voluntarily at ages 59 and 57, 
respectively. It has been the usual practice in re- 
cent years for most 3-star officers to retire at age 
60. The Air Force follows the policy of retiring 
top officers when they have 35 years in service 
and 5 years in the permanent grade of major gen- 
eral—regardless of their age. This means that 
many top Air Force officers retire several years 
and more before becoming 60. 








A FIGHT IS CERTAIN between the auto in- 
dustry and the earth moving industry if the 
Army decides to adopt the Goer concept (see 
Page 30) for a major vehicle procurement pro- 
gram. Millions of dollars are involved in the 
decision. Within the Army, there is consider- 
able controversy over the relative merits of the 
Goer vehicles vs. more conventional truck types. 


THE GOER PROGRAM, now apparently ready 
to roll, was stuck in the lead time mud for 
months. The Journal sent a reporter to Ft. 
Knox, Ky., on 17 September 1959 to cover a 
Goer field demonstration. Lt. Gen. Arthur G. 
Trudeau, Army R&D Chief, declared the Goer 
to be “the first example of real off-road mobil- 
ity that I have seen.” He said that a decision 
would be made early next year (1960) concern- 
ing issuance of bids for a military prototype. 
General Trudeau noted: “So far we have suc- 
ceeded in keeping 15 different echelons from 
cranking in something to slow up the schedule.” 


THE JOURNAL’S REPORT of the Goer dem- 
onstration concluded with this paragraph: “It 
remains to be seen whether General Trudeau, 
who has been leading the drive to streamline 
Army R&D projects to save time, will be able 
to push the Goer project as rapidly in the next 
12 months as has been the case during the past 
12 months.” The idea for Goer vehicles was 
advanced in 1954 by Col. Jasper J. Wilson. It 
will be 10 years later, October 1964, before the 
Operational Readiness Date is attained. 


IF THE ARMY NATIONAL GUARD ever 
has to be rushed to a cold climate to help fight 
a brush-fire war, it will have to round up some 
winter clothing in a hurry. At present, only a 
few Guardsmen have a winter work uniform. 
More than half (149,193) have no overcoat. Al- 
most 350,000 have no shirts, and almost 370,000 
have no trousers for the winter work uniform. 
Maj. Gen. Donald W. McGowan, National 
Guard Bureau Chief, says the missing winter 
work uniform means the Guard is “in bad shape 
with respect to a winter mobilization.” 


NEED FOR ACCRUAL FLIGHT PAY LEG- 
ISLATION is pointed up dramatically by Air 
Force statistics which show that the inventory 
of rated officers on 30 June 1961 will be 72,130. 
This contrasts with a total rated officer require- 
ment of only 54,919 by the end of fiscal 65. 


ETHIOPIA-BOUND is Col. John J. Tolson, 
III, Deputy Director for Army Aviation in the 
Office of the Deputy CofS for Military Opera- 
tions. Recently nominated for brigadier general, 
he will become Chief of the Army Element of 
MAAG Ethiopia. 


SOME DEMOCRATIC MEMBERS of Con- 
gress, among them former AF Secretary Stuart 
Symington, and the Vice President of the 
United States will come under political fire for 
the Kennedy Administration decision to skele- 
tonize the B-70 development program. Last year, 
heavy attacks were mounted against President 
Eisenhower for his failure to provide what was 
considered adequate support for the B-70. Con- 
gress voted extra funds for the project, and 
the Eisenhower Administration reluctantly re- 
stored the B-70 to a weapon system status. The 
Kennedy Administration will be reminded of 
this during Congressional action on the fiscal 
62 budget. 


SUPPORTERS OF THE B-70 program will 
seek from the JCS members information as to 
whether they still believe, as they said last 
year, that the Mach 3 bomber should be sup- 
ported as a weapon system. JCS Chairman 
Lemnitzer, then Army CofS, testified in strong 
terms concerning the need for the B-70.

Army Wants O. K. For Legal Training; JAG Corps Is Hit By Losses 


HE Army wants Congress to lift the seven-year ban which prevents the Armed 

Forces from sending officers to law schools, 

General James F. Collins, former Deputy CofS for Personnel and the new 
Commander-in-Chief, U. S. Army, Pacific, told the House Military Appropriations 
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should reexamine the prohibition. 

The General said he is “processing that request at the present time.” Congress- 
man Flood asked, “Do you mean you want it?” General Collins said, “Yes, but I 
haven’t got approval of higher authority to put it through.” 

“Whether or not you have,” Congressman Flood said, “I would like you to 
put at this place in the record what you think.” ' 

General Collins submitted the following statement which was made a part 
of the hearings: 

“In my opinion, these restrictive provisions should be removed. The combination of 
low retention rates and very marginal procurement of Regular officers seriously threatens 
to undermine the level of experience required by the Judge Advocate General Corps. 

“The corps aisu should have a steady input of officers with personal experience in other 
branches so they are better able to administer the system of military justice and other 
aspects of military law in line units. Fewer and fewer lawyers are applying for active 
duty as commissioned officers. : 

“The supply of young lawyers willing to accept active duty as Reserves has existed 
solely because of the pressure of induction requirements under selective service, and very 
few of them have subsequently accepted appointment in the Regular Army or extended 
their tour of obligated duty. 

‘‘Procuring a portion of the annual requirement for Regular JAG officers through the 
legal education of Regular officers in other branches already committed to an Army career 
would increase the experience levels in the corps and would have far-reaching effects on 
the retention rate of junior officers. 

“It shoulld be pointed out that relief from these provisions this year would not be 
reflected in JAGC gains until 1964 which is our greatest concern."’ 

For the past four fiscal years, the Army has lost more JAGC officers annually than it 
has gained. Here is a chart furnished to the Subcommittee by General Collins which shows 
the trend:

The above statistics reflect maintenance of a marginal capability against existing loss 
rates. However, a large percentage of JAGC officers will be reaching retirement eligibility 
during the next 6 to 8 years. It is doubtful if existing sources can match these losses. 
Projections covering the next 6-year period fiscal years 1961-66 indicates JAGC Regular 
Army losses in excess of 30 per year. Experience has shown that it is exceedingly difficult 
to procure as many as 25 Regular officers from current sources.

In light of the high degree of success at- 
tained to date in its development, produc- 
tion and operation, I strongly recommend 
that the Polaris program be greatly ex 
panded and accelerated. I have earlier di- 
rected the Department of Defensse, as 
stated in my State of the Union Message, 
to increase the fiscal year 1961 program 
from 5 submarine starts to 10, and to ac- 
celerate the delivery of these and other 
Polaris submarines still under construction. 
This action will provide 5 more operational 
submarines about nine months earlier than 
previously planned. 

For fiscal year 1962, I recommend the 
construction of 10 more Polaris submarines, 
making a total of 29, plus one additional 
tender. These 10 submarines, together with 
the 10 programmed for fiscal year 1961, are 
scheduled to be delivered at the rate of one 
a month or twelve a year, beginning in 
June 1963, compared with the previous rate 
of 5 a year. Under this schedule, a force 
of 29 Polaris submarines can be completed 
and at sea two months before the present 
program called for 19 boats, and two years 
earlier than would be possible under the 
old 5-a-year rate. These 29 submarines, each 
with a full complement of missiles, will be 
a formidable deterrent force. The sooner 
they are on station, the safer we will be. 
And our emphasis upon a weapon distin- 
guished primarily for its invulnerability is 
another demonstration of the fact that our 
posture as a nation is defensive and not ag- 
gressive. 

I also recommend that the development 
of the long-range Polaris A-3 be accelerated 
in order to become available a year earlier, 
at an eventual savings in the procurement 
of the A-2 system. 

This longer range missile with improved 
penetration capability will greatly enhance 
the operational flexibility of the Polaris 
force and reduce its exposure to shore-based 
antisubmarine warfare measures. Fnally, we 
must increase the allowance of Polaris mis- 
siles for practice firing to provide systematic 
“proving ground’’ data for determining and 
improving operational reliability. 

The increases in this program, including 
$15 million in new obligational authority 
for additional crews, constitute the bulk of 
the budget increases—$1.34 billion in new 
obligational authority on a full funded basis, 
over a 4 year period though only $270 mil- 
lion in expenditures in fiscal 1962. I con- 
sider this a wise investment in our future 


2. Minuteman—another strategic missile 
system which will play a major role in our 
deterrent force, with a high degree of 
survivability under ballistic missile attack, 
is the solid fuel Minuteman. This system is 
planned to be deployed in well-dispersed 
hardened sites and, eventually, in a mobile 
mode on railroad cars. On the basis of the 
success of tests conducted to date and the 
importance of this system to our over-all 
strategy, I recommend the following steps: 

1) Certain design changes to improve the 
reliability, guidance accuracy, range and 
re-entry of this missile should be incorpo- 
rated earlier than previously planned, by 
additional funding for research and develop- 
ment. 

2) A more generous allotment of missiles 
for practice firing should as in the case of 
the Polaris, be provided to furnish more op- 
erational data sooner. 

3) The three mobile Minuteman squadrons 
funded in the January budget should be de- 
ferred for the time being and replaced by 
three more fixed-base squadrons (thus in- 
creasing the total number of missiles added 
by some two-thirds). Development work 
on the mobile version will continue. 


4) Minuteman capacity production should 
be doubled to enable us to move to still 
higher levels of strength more swiftly should 
future conditions warrant doubling our 
production. There are great uncertainties as 
to the future capabilities of others; as to 
the ultimate outcome of struggles now going 
in many of the world’s trouble spots; and 
as to future technological breakthroughs 
either by us or any other nation. In view of 
these major uncertainties, it is essential 
that, here again, we adopt an insurance 
pholosophy and hedge our risks by buying 
options on alternative courses of action. We 
can reduce lead-time by providing, now, 
addtional standby production capacity that 
may never need to be used, or used only 
in part, and by constructing additional 
bases which events may prove could safely 
have been postponed to the next fiscal year. 
But that option is well worth the added cost. 

Together, these recommendations for Min- 
uteman will require the addition of $96 
million in new obligational authority to the 
January budget estimate. 


3. Skybolt—-another type of missile less 
likely to be completely eliminated by enemy 
attack is the air-to-ground missile carried by 
a plane that can be off the ground before 
an attack commences. Skybolt is a long

range (1,000 mile) air-launched solid-fuel 
nuclear-warhead ballistic missile designed to 
be carried by the B-52 and the British V 
bombers. Its successful development and 
production may extend the useful life of 
our bombers into the missile age—and its 
range is far superior to the present Hound 
Dog missiles. 

I recommend that an additional $50 mil- 
lion in new obligational authority be added 
to the 1962 budget to enable this program 
to go forward at an orderly rate. 


B. PROTECTING OUR BOMBER DETER- 
RENT. The considerably more rapid growth 
projected for our ballistic missile force 
does not eliminate the need for manned 


bombers—although no funds were included 
in the January budget for the further pro- 
curement of B-52 heavy bombers and B-58 
medium bombers, and I do not propose any 
Our existing bomber forces constitute our 
chief hope for deterring attack during this 
period prior to the completion of our mis- 
sile expansion. However, only those planes 
that would not be destroyed on the ground 
in the event of a surprise attack striking 
their base can be considered sufficiently in- 
vulnerable to deter an aggressor. 

I therefore recommend the following steps 
to protect our bomber deterrent: 


1. Airborne alert capacity. That portion 
of our force which is constantly in the air 


is clearly the least vulnerable portion. I am 
asking for the funds to continue the present 
level of indoctrination training flights, and 
to complete the stand-by capacity and ma- 
terials needed to place one-eighth of our 
entire heavy bomber force on airborne alert 
at any time. I also strongly urge the re 
enactment of Section 512(b) of the De 
partment of Defense Appropriation Act for 
1961, which authorizes the Secretary of De 
fense, if the President determines it js 
necessary, to provide for the cost of a full 
airborne alert as a deficiency expense ap-

Ill. STRENGTHENING OUR 
ABILITY TO DETER OR 
CONFINE LIMITED WARS 


The Free World’s security can be en- 
dangered not only by a nuclear attack, but 
also by being slowly nibbled away at the 
periphery, regardless of our strategic power, 
by forces of subversion, infiltration, intimi- 
dation, indirect or non-overt aggression, in- 
ternal revolution, diplomatic blackmail, 
guerrilla warfare or a series of limited wars. 

In this area of local wars, we must in- 
evitably count on the cooperative efforts of 
other peoples and nations who share our 
concern. Indeed, their interests are more 
often directly engaged in such conflicts. The 
self-reliant are also those who it is easiest to 
help—and for these reesons we must con- 
tinue and reshape the Military Assistance 
Program which I have discussed earlier in 
my special message on foreign aid. 

But to meet our own extensive commit- 
ments and needed improvements in conven- 
tional forces, I recommend the following: 


A. Strengthened capacity to meet limited 
and guerrilla warfare—limited military ad- 
ventures and threats to the security of the 
Free World that are not large enough to 
justify the label of ‘‘limited war.’’ We need 
a greater ability to deal with guerrilla forces, 
insurrections, and subversion.

center at Pensacola, the further expansion of research, and the assignment of an 


airplane to every major combatant ship of the Navy. 

At the onset of WW I, the small group of Navy and Marine Corps aviators 
whose enthusiasm and persistence had nurtured the early growth of aviation, 
was neither large enough nor well enough equipped to wage war. When the call 
for World War I came on 6 April 1917, only one air station was in operation, 
only 48 qualified aviators and student aviators were available, and only & air- 
. eraft were on hand, none of which had been designed for the work that was now 


required. 
WWI Sees Expansion 


Expansion was phenomenal in the months between the declaration of war 
and the Armistice. Aircraft of many types were produced where none had been 
produced before, and a successful aircraft engine made the complete cycle from 
idea to drawing board to operation. 

In spite of the speed and breadth of the expansion, Naval Aviation made a 
good record during the war. Technically the outstanding product of the war was 
the long distance flying boat. 

There were those in the Navy who were so impressed by the capabilities of 
flying boats that they urged adoption of this type as the major means of taking 
naval air power to sea. There were still others of the opinion that aircraft should 
fly from the combatant ships of the Fleet. And lighter-than-air men, pointing to 
the successes of airships in the war, urged the development of their specialty. 
Since the logic of these claims and the usefulness of these aircraft types were not 
denied, there was development in each of the areas. But there was a broader and 
a growing opinion even as the war ended that was swinging toward the aircraft 
carrier, such as the Royal Navy was experimenting with, as a proper area of de- 
velopment. Authorization to convert a collier to this type of ship was given in 1919. 


Technical Progress In ’20s 


The twenties stand out in the history of Naval Aviation as a decade of 
phenomenal growth and impressive technical progress. There was a steady in- 
crease in the size of the air arm and its power capability. Three aircraft carriers 
were in full operation, patrol squadrons and seaplane tenders were performing 
essential scouting functions, and aircraft were assigned to battleships and cruisers. 

The radial air-cooled engine was developed. Better instruments and more 
satisfactory radios were put into use; an accurate bombsight was developed. Air- 
craft equipped with oleo struts and folding wings enhanced the operating capa- 
bility of aircraft carriers. 

New tactics were developed. Dive bombing emerged as an established fact. 
Marine Corps troops learned through experience the value of close air support. 
The techniques of torpedo attack, scouting, spotting for gunfire, and operating 
from advanced bases were investigated and learned. 

The thirties began with disturbing indications of an economic depression that 
soon forced rigid economies within the government and slowed the expansion of 
naval aviation. But as the nation began its recovery through the initiation of 
public works, money became available for more naval air and new ships, and for 
modernizing naval air stations. 


Manufacturers Increase Performance 

Engineers and aircraft manufacturers produced more dependable products, 
aircraft equipment and components were refined and improved, and aircraft per- 
formance rose sharply. Betier radios of reduced size, more accurate bombsights, 
super-charged power plants, controllable pitch propellers, efficient retractable land- 
ing gear and folding wings, all contributed to the improvement of aircraft per- 
formance and made naval airplanes better instruments of war. Hydraulic arrest- 
ing gear and catapults were installed aboard aircraft carriers, The feasibility of 
instrument flight was demonstrated ashore and at sea, Radio controlled planes 
of dependable performance were put to practical use as targets for AA gunners. 

Tactical innovations of the twenties became fleet doctrine in the thirties. 
Three more aircraft carriers joined the fleet. As the period drew to its close, 
rumblings of war echoed across both oceans. Naval expansion was authorized; the 
pilot training program was stepped up. Ships that would make history in World 
War II were designed and laid down. Aircraft that would operate from their 
decks in the bold advance across the Pacific were on the drawing boards and 
some were getting their feel of the air. 

As the rumblings burst forth into the full force of a European war and the 
United States declared its neutrality, the Navy patrolled the Atlantic seaboard in 
operations that were strangely similar to those which the same units would be 
calied upon to perform under conditions of war. 

Thirty years after the Navy had acquired its first airplane, and only nineteen 
years after it had acquired its first aircraft carrier, Naval Aviation faced the 
supreme test of war. As it was called upon to carry the fight to the enemy it 
not only carried out its task but forged ahead to become the very backbone of 
fleet striking power. 


All-Air Batiles At Sea 

Carrier forces struck the first retaliatory blows on enemy island outposts and 
carried the bombers which struck the heart of the enemy homeland itself. For 
the first time in history, naval engagements were fought entirely in the air with- 
out opposing surface forces sighting each other. 

In the course of the war, Navy and Marine aircraft alone destroyed more 
than 15,000 enemy aircraft in the air and on the ground, and without any assistance 
from other agents, sank 161 Japanese warships totalling more than 725,000 tons; 
447 Japanese merchant ships totalling more than 1,500,000 tons; and in the Atlantic 
destroyed 63 German submarines. 

The years following WW II were highlighted by problems of demobilization, 
organizational readjustment, and an uneasy international situation not in itself 
related to the outcome of the war. 

The unsettled international situation that seemed to spring full bloom as the 
peace was signed raised new, yet old, problems for the Navy. Within months, 
Fleet elements assigned to areas to support occupation forces were given the ad- 








ditional and familiar task of supporting the nation’s policy in areas on opposite 
sides of the world. A task force built around one or two carriers cruised the 
Mediterranean and, as the years passed without any lessening of international 
tension, became a fixture in that area. A similar force in the western Pacific 
provided the same tangible symbol. 


The War In Korea 


The outbreak of war in Korea caught United States military services in the 
midst of a transition. Successive decreases in the military budget and the prospect 
of more to come had reduced the size of all services, and a reorganization of 
operating forces to keep within prescribed limits was in process. New weapons 
and equipment had not been completely integrated and tactical doctrine and new 
operating techniques for their most effective employment were still being evolved. 
This was particularly apparent in Naval Aviation where the introduction of jet 
aircraft had created a composite force in which like units were equipped with 
either jet or propeller driven aircraft having wide differences in performance 
characteristics, maintenance and support requirements, and tactical application. 

Combat requirements in Korea were quite different from those of the island 
hopping campaign of World War II. Only the landings on Inchon, two and a half 
months after the shooting began, followed the familiar pattern. The natural re- 
sult of conditions imposed by the United Nations intention to confine the battle 
area to the peninsula was to limit air operations to support of troops. This was 
a normal enough mission for carrier air, but the need to sustain it for extended 
periods over a land mass which by previous experience was extremely large, made 
quite a difference. 

Outside the combat area, Fleet forces continued their training operations on 
the same scale as before, and Fleet units were continuously maintained on peace- 
ful missions in the eastern Atlantic and in the Mediterranean. 


Advances In Guided Missiles 

During this period advances in guided missiles reached new highs indicating 
their early operational status, and ships to employ them were readied for the day. 
Terrier, Talos, Sparrow, Sidewinder and Regulus passed successive stages of de- 
velopment. 

Research in high speed flight, assisted by flights of specially designed air- 
craft, provided data leading to new advances in aircraft performance. The carrier 
modernization program continued and was revised to incorporate the steam 
catapult and the angled deck. 

The Fifties were marked by technological and scientific advances of such 
magnitude that the Navy and Naval Aviation passed through a change greater 
than any in its history. The effective exploitation of these advances enhanced the 
speed, fire-power, versatility and mobility of naval sea and air forces. Guns were 
being replaced by guided missiles, capability to deliver nuclear weapons was in- 
creased, aircraft speeds jumped from subsonic to supersonic, the adaptation of 
nuclear power to aircraft was studied, and an increased knowledge of space gave 
evidence of its future effect on surface operations. 

A new class of carriers was built and the basic carrier modernization pro- 
gram was completed. Carrier forces strengthened by these additions and improve- 
ments operated a whole new family of aircraft with high performance capabilities. 
The successful application of nuclear power to ships of several types was climaxed 
by the construction of a nuclear carrier. 

Now, and in the future, the ability of the Navy to carry out its task of con- 
trolling the sea is centered in the manned aircraft we operate from carriers. These 
ships have some of the highest performance fighters in the world and all are 
equipped with air-to-air missiles—Sidewinder or Sparrow III. 


Delivery Of Nuclear Weapons 

These provide a level of air superiority in our carrier striking forces which 
enables Naval aircraft to operate against any and all opposition. Our attack air- 
craft constitute our Sunday punch. They are equipped to deliver either conven- 
tional or nuclear weapons. With such aircraft each of the 14 carriers we now have 
in operation can deliver, in an initial strike, 45 to 60 nuclear weapons on selected 
targets, and more in follow-up strikes. Together these aircraft provide fleet com- 
manders with the versatile force necessary to carry out the many unique tasks 
necessary to control the sea and to perform a variety of attack missions for which 
the Navy alone is responsible. 

The versatility of carrier forces is considerably enhanced by the extent to 
which they enjoy the advantages which accrue from mobility. In days when the 
ability to survive is a matter of concern to everyone, this advantage underlines 
the particular suitability of these forces to operate under the hazardous condi- 
tions of a ballistic missile attack. It is a welcome paradox of the missile age that 
this ability to move upon the sea makes our carrier striking forces virtually 
invulnerable to ballistic missile attack. 

The years that have passed since the Navy purchased its first aircraft 
represent only a brief span of history. It is but a short lifetime since Secretary 
of the Navy Josephus Daniels informed the press that “aerial navigation has 
reached that point where aircraft must form a large part of our naval forces for 
offensive and defensive operations.” It can no longer be said that “this country 
has not fully recognized the value of aeronautics in preparation for war.” In an 
age of jet propulsion, supersonic speed, guided missiles, atomic power, fearsome 
destructive capability, and the extension of man into space, the Navy faces the 
future confident that Naval Aviation will hold its “proper place” as an integral, 
dynamic, and effective element of United States sea power.

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Electronic Proving Ground Test Shows 
How Automatic Data Aids Artillery Fire 


Application of automatic data process- 
ing to artillery fire control and fire 
planning has been demonstrated for top 
Army officers and scientists at the Army 
Electronic Proving Ground, Fort Hua- 
chuca, Ariz. 

Present for the computer-artillery ex- 
hibition on 22 March were General 
Herbert B. Powell, CG of the Con- 
tinental Army Command, Lt. Gen. 
Arthur G. Trudeau, Chief of Army 
R&D, and 20 other Generals. 

Host was Maj. Gen. F. F. Uhrhane, 
CG of the Signal Corps installation. 

Known as White Plan II, the demon- 
station was an expanded version of an 
exhibition originally presented at Ft. 
Huachuca last October for Brig. Gen. 
Edwin S. Hartshorn, Assistant Com- 
mandant of the Army Artillery and 
Missile School, Fort Sill, Okla., who was 
also present for the latest demonstra- 
tion. 

White Plan was developed and ex- 
ecuted jointly by the USAAMS at Bill, 
the Automatic Data Processing Depart- 
ment at the USAEPG, and the latter’s 
technical assistance contractor, the 
Ramo-Wooldridge Division of Thompson 
Ramo Wooldridge Inc., Lt. Col. Mark T. 
Muller is Chief of the ADP Department 
at the Army’s Electronic Proving 
Ground and Lt. Col. David E. Wright 
was Project Officer for the Artillery and 
Missile School, 

Two artillery batteries, one from the 
Proving Ground and the other from the 
Arizona National Guard, participated in 
White Plan. They were supported by 
Communications and Meteorolgy teams 
from Huachuca. The firing units were 
from the Electronic Warfare Support 


Battery, USAEPG, supported with equip-

ment from the list Howitzer Battalion 
of the 180th Field Artillery, Arizona 
National Guard. Brig. Gen. Frederick 
R. Stofft. of Tucson, CG of the 258th 
Infantry Brigade (Separate) of the 
Arizona National Guard, was an ob- 
server. 

For the purposes of the demonstra- 
tion, the Proving Ground’s indoor com- 
puter center, an IBM 709, simulated 
smaller field equipment which is not 


yet available. The FIELDATA family 
of compact mobile computers is now 
being engineered and developed at the 
Army Signal Research and Development 
Laboratery at Ft. Monmouth, N. J. 

General Powell, General Trudeau and 
other visiting officials witnessed the en- 
tire White Plan operation through 
closed circuit television. As briefing of- 
ficers described the simulated tactical 
situation and explained the fire plan, 
television cameras were focused on the 
computer center, the artillery batteries 
and the impact area to transmit pictures 
of the action to the Command Control 
point, 

For contrast, conventional “target of 
opportunity” firing was demonstrated 
first, using a forward observer to ad- 
just artillery fires. This was followed by 
an exhibition of the computer’s capabi- 
lity to calculate automatically fire con- 
trol data such as survey team reports, 
wind direction and velocity, powder 
temperatures and other variable factors 
to provide increased accuracy. 

White Plan also demonstrated the 
value of automatic data processing in 
developing a complete Division Artillery 
fire plan for a full-scale Division opera- 
tion. The computer provided this fire 
plan in only a fraction of the time 
necessary to develop such a plan con- 
ventionally. 

White Plan II exhibited portions of 
the Fire Support System which is the 
first of the Army’s overall systems of 
providing tactical ADP to the Army 
Field Commander. As the Fire Support 
program progresses, the White Plan 
will be followed by the Orange Plan 
which calls for similar exercises with 
computer systems especially designed 
for use in the field. Delivery of the first 
equipment of the Army’s FIELDATA 
family to Ft. Huachuca is scheduled 
for late 1961. 

Representatives of all of the Army 
General Staff were in attendance. Also 
present were representatives from the 
Chief Signal Office, the Office of the 
Chief of Ordnance, the Infantry School, 
The Armor School, and The Command 
and General Staff College.

Pentagon Studies New Technical Pay; Quarters Allowances Are Under Review

e Increase Regular AF appointments. 

e Permit accrued leave and travel al- 
lowances for short discharge reenlist- 
ments. 

e Authorize an increase in Air Force 
NCO’s. 

All of the proposals were brought to | 
the attention of the committee by the 
Air Force and a few have particular ap- 
plication to that service, although the 
majority would be applicable to all four 
Services. 

Maj. Gen. E. S. Ligon, jr., Director of 
Air Force Personnel Planning, was 
asked to outline some of the steps which 
are needed to improve career retention 
rates in the officer and enlisted ranks. | 
He submitted the following list of “pro- 
posed actions” which he said are “be- 
ing discussed with the Department of 
Defense”: 


Responsibility Pay 

The Air Force needs authority to im- 
plement responsibility pay. Superior 
achievement is demanded of our combat | 
crews, key managers, scientists, and en- | 
gineers. The additional incentive offered 
by this extra pay for officers whose tasks 
are crucial in our deterrent effort is 
particularly needed at this time when 
many of our most valuable officers are 
approaching voluntary retirement eligi- 
bility or the termination of their service 
obligation. The demands on our com- 
bat crews have increased, and the safety 
of the Nation depends to a great degree 
on the continued outstanding perform- 
ance of these personnel. 





Technical Competence Pay 

This proposal would provide additional 
pay for scientific and engineering officer 
personnel. It is needed in order to offset 
the critical shortage of military scien- 
tists and engineers. Technical compe- 
tence pay would reduce scientific and 
engineering officer turnover, increase 
S&E competence, provide continuous 
salary and career incentives, provide in- 
dividual recognition, and make the serv- 
ice career more attractive. The plan 
would include all scientific and engi- 
neering officer personnel. It would be 
based on their level of education and on 
proportionate amounts (scaled in accord- 
ance with active Federal military serv- 
ice) of up to $100 per month for per- 
sonnel educated to the baccalaureate 
level, up to $200 for those at the mas- 
ter’s level, and a maximum of $300 for 
those at the doctoral level. 


Quarters Allowance 

This proposal would increase basic al- 
lowance for quarters so that these allow- 
ances are comparable to the local civilian 
market and similar to that which the | 





Government would normally provide. 
There has been no adjustment to the 
basic quarters allowance since May 1952. 
Since this time, rental prices and utility 
costs have increased manyfold. Also, the 
military dependent population has in- 


creased at a rapid rate each year not only | 
in total numbers but likewise the size | 
of the family units. These increases again | 


have occurred mainly in the lower grades. 
It will probably never be possible or 
desirable to provide Government housing 


for all military personnel. Therefore, it | 


is imperative that adequate allowances 
be authorized for the large percentage of 
our people who cannot be provided pub- 
lic quarters. The worldwide deficit in 
available housing and the current inad- 
equate allowances forces an unacceptably 
large segment of our personnel to reduce 
their standard of living or exist so mar- 
ginally as to live in an atmosphere of 
constant financial tension. Failure to 


| provide either the housing or reasonably 


adequate allowances will negate other 
efforts to improve the retention of re- 
quired skills. Dependency and hardship 
separations will continue to result in a 
high rate of costly turnover. 


Transportable Housing 


With the general increase in dependent 
populations, particularly in the lower 
grades, it is vitally important that we 
provide housing and personnel facilities 
or where housing is not available to as- 
sure that quarters allowances are more 
in keeping with local costs. The lack of 
sufficient family housing at many loca- 
tions within the U.S. continues to be a 
matter of acute concern. For example, 
in our Strategic Air Command alone, the 
housing deficit is in the neighborhood of 
36,000 units. The Air Force will request

This should assist in 
alleviating housing needs at smaller op- 








lated duty pay was recommended by the 
Department of Defense Advisory Com- 
mittee on Professional and Technical 
Compensation in 1957. 


Alert Pay 


Members of alert crews occupy posi- 
tions which are critical to the posture 
of our combat force. Additional pay- 
ments to these crews appears a proper 
token acknowledgment of their vital 
service and compensates them for re- 
quired changes to normal living. Pro- 
viding this compensation to members of 
the alert forces who serve on ready alert 
status as aircrew members would pro- 
vide assistance in overcoming problems 
associated with this arduous duty. 


Revise Reenlistment Bonus 


This would revise current bonus legis- 
lation to assure that the largest bonus 
payment is directed toward the first 
term reenlistee without regard to grade. 


Dependent Travel Allowance 


This would authorize the transporta- 
tion of dependents at Government ex- 
pense for all career enlisted personnel. 
It would remove the grade and years of 
service requirement as presently pre- 
scribed in joint travel regulations of the 
uniformed services, and would base en- 
titlement upon reenlistment into the 
career establishment. 


Government Quarters For 


Career Men

Remote Duty Pay 

This proposal would provide incentive 
pay for personnel assigned to remote 
and isolated locations. Such additional 
compensation is urgently needed to en- 
courage a greater number of our highly 


trained technicians in intelligence, elec- | 
tronics, and other related skills, to re- | 


main in the service despite the hardship 
and repeated assignment in undesirable 
areas. Legislation for remote and iso- 





available for their occupancy. Even for 
higher grades, housing is scarce. An 
increase in the authorized number of 
units would be a great incentive to 
those in the lower pay grades. 


New AFROTC Program 


This is a revision to the AFROTC pro- 
gram which would be renamed the AF 
officer education program. It would re- 
place the current program which re- 
quires a complete four full years of 


| instruction, Under the proposed change 


the AF would undertake a two-year 
merit scholarship program oriented to- 
ward the production of quality officers. 
Approximately 8,000 juniors and seniors 
would be in the scholarship program and 
about 4,000 freshmen and sophomores 
would receive ROTC on a nonscholarship 
basis at four military colleges instead 
of about 107,000 students in training un- 
der the current program, Each selected 
candidate would be given a total merit 
scholarship of $2,120 for his last two 
years of college. The new program would 


make it possible for all students, includ- 
ing transfers from junior colleges, to 
compete for enrollment. Reduced air 
science semester hours would attract 
engineering and scientific students who 
now do not have the time to take on 
several additional subjects and, therefore, 
do not accept the AFROTC program. 
The costs of merit scholarships would 
be nearly offset by a reduction in over- 
head and manpower costs. The program 
has been presented to the AFROTC ad- 
visory panel, which is composed of col- 
lege presidents, and they enthusiastically 
approve of the new plan. 


Expand Air Academy 


This deals with an expansion of the 
production from the Air Force Academy 
by approximately 1,000 graduates each 
year. This would mean a developing of 
production from the present maximum 
level of about 500, Because of the limita- 
tion on physical facilities, the expansion 
would have to be phased as determined 
by the Service Secretary. This proposal 
is highly desirable from the standpoint 
that the Academy graduates compose 
the group which has the highest rate of 
retainability, 


Increased Regular 
Appointments 


i A most important factor in retention 
is the capability of the Air Force to offer 
our best young officers a Regular ap- 
pointment early in their careers. Ac- 
cepting a Regular appointment ma- 
terially affects career intentions, Ob- 
viously, the number of Regular appoint- 
ments we can make is controlled by our 
total authorized strength. More impor- 
tant, we appoint in the earlier year 
groups in numbers to conform to an 
ideal distribution against that total 
authorization. 

The statutory authorization for Reg- 
ular officers was established at 69,425 by 
Public Law 737 in 1956. As an interim 
measure, the President, at that time, 
imposed a manning ceiling of 55,540 
Regular officers to be attained by 1963. 
We are now rapidly approaching that 
manning goal and consider it vital that 
we obtain executive authority to appoint 
officers in excess of the 55.540 manning 
goal and to conform to the ideal distri- 
bution of Regular officers for our legally 
authorized 69,425 rather than the unduly 
restrictive distribution under the execu- 
tive ceiling 6f 55,540. 


Short Discharge 


Reenlistments 


This would revise legislation to permit 
the payment of accrued leave and travel 
allowance to home of record to airmen 
who take a short discharge and reenlist

Army Goer Program Is Ready To Roll; 
Decision Involves Millions Of Dollars 


FTER negotiating a series of budget bumps and red tape potholes, the Army’s 
multi-million dollar Goer vehicle program is reported ready to roll. 
Pentagon authorities say that about 50 of the mammoth-wheeled cargo and 

fuel carriers, designed for maximum off-the-road capability and all of them able 
to “swim” at 3.5 miles per hour, will be purchased for troop tests. 

Last week’s issue of THE JoURNAL revealed that the Army is studying the 

feasibility of mounting the Hercules missile on the Goer. Tests are expected shortly 
at the White Sands, N. M., missile range in which a Hercules will be launched 


from a Goer. 


If the forthcoming troop tests and advanced R&D work prove successful— 
studies include use of lightweight aluminum to replace steel—the Army hopes it 
can attain an operational readiness capability with the Goer vehicle by 1 January 


1965. 
The program has been under 


discussion since 1954. 


Through fiscal '62, the Army will have spent about $4.5 million on Goer R&D. 
This outlay will be multiplied many times if (1) the decision is made to equip 
Army units with the vehicles, and (2) funds are approved by the Defense Depart- 


ment and Congress. 


Tentative plans call for equipping about one field army per year with the 
Goer vehicles beginning in fiscal year ’65. 

The original Goer concept vehicles were built by LeTourneau-Westinghouse 
of Peoria, Ill., at a cost of about $57,000 each. There were two types: the Truck 
Cargo, Logistical, High Mobility, 15-ton 4x4, XM437” and the Truck, Tank, Fuel, 
Logistical, High Mobility, 5000-gallon, 4x4 SM 438.” 

They have a 46% and 45% payload to gross weight ratio respectively. The 
XM 437 has a 228 inch wheelbase, is 434% inches long, 116 inches wide, and 112% 
inches high. The tires are 29.5x25, 16 ply and are 6 feet in diameter. 

After the pioneer tests with theGoer vehicles, the Army ordered an 8-ton ver- 
sion, a modified Log Carrier produced for commercial uses by the Clark Equip- 


ment Company. 


The troop test procurement slated for fiscal ’62 will include an 8-ton cargo 
truck (XM 520EL) developed by the Caterpillar Tractor Company of Peoria, Ill. 

The Army is also buying on a negotiated contract basis two 20-ton XM554 
Goer truck wreckers, and an XM 553 10-ton wrecker from Caterpillar. 

Contracts also are being being negotiated with Caterpillar for four XM 559EI 
2500 gallon Goer fuel trucks made of aluminum, 

During fiscal ’62, it is expected that contracts also will be awarded for a second 


generation of the 5000-gallon vehicle, 


XM438E4, which will also be made of 


aluminum, This will be built by LeTourneau-Westinghouse. 

Army officials say that once the decision is made to begin mass procurement 
of Goer vehicles, the contracts will be awarded on a competitive basis. 

The procedure until now has been to concentrate the R&D phase largely in 
two sources, LeTourneau-Westinghouse and Caterpillar. 

It would seem after the years of work on the Goer ,and the history of limited 
budget support it has received to date that the fiscal ’62 tests will lead to a final 
decision at top Pentagon levels concerning how far and how fast to proceed with 


a procurement program.

compared with the 50 previously pro- 
grammed. An additional $172 million new 
obligational authority will be required in 
the 1962 budget to finance this expanded 
program. 

These additional aircraft will help to meet 
our airlift requirements until the new spe- 
cially designed, long range, jet powered 
C-141 transport becomes available. A con- 
tractor for this program has been selected 
and active development work will soon be 
started. Adequate funds are already includ- 
ed in the January budget to finance this 
program through the coming fiscal year. 

I am also recommending in this message 
$40 million in new obligational authority for 
the construction of an additional amphibious 
transport of a new type, increasing both 
the speed and the capability of Marine 
Corps sealift capacity; and $84 million in 
new obligational authority for an increase in 
the Navy’s ship rehabilitation and modern- 
ization program, making possible an in- 
crease in the number of ship overhauls, (as 
well as a higher level of naval aircraft 
maintenance. ) 

But additional transport is not enough 
for quick flexibility. I am recommending 
$230 million in new obligational authority 
for increased procurement of such items as 
helicopters, rifies, modern non-nuclear weap- 
ons, electronics and communications equip- 
ment, improved ammunition for artillery 
and infantry weapons, and torpedoes. Some 
important new advances in ammunition and 
bombs can make a sizeable qualitative jump 
in our limited war capabilities. 

D. Increased non-nuclear capacities of 
fighter aircraft. Manned aircraft will be 
needed even during the 1965-75 missile era 
for various limited war missions. Target 
recognition, destruction of all types of 
targets when extreme accuracy is required, 
and the control of air space over enemy 
territory will all continue to be tasks best 
performed by manned aircraft. 

Expected phase-out of Navy and Air Force 
fighters by 1965, together with reduced num- 
bers and increasing obsolescence of the re- 
maining aircraft, make necessary the de- 
velopment of an advanced tactical fighter 
emphasizing non-nuclear capabilities. I am 
requesting $45 million in new obligational 
authority for this purpose. 

Meanwhile, I am recommending $25 million 
in new obligational authority for the modifi- 
cation of the F-105 tactica! fighter to im- 
prove its capability to handle conventional- 
ly armed ordnance items, and to increase 
its suitability for airstrips of all types of 
areas. 

E. Increased personnel, training and readi- 
ness for conventional forces. I am recom- 
mending $39 million in new obligational 
authority for increases in Army personnel 
strength to expand guerrilla warfare units 
and round out other existing units, and an 
increase in the Marine Corps to bring it 
up closer to authorized strength levels. (In 
addition, personnel is being added to the 
Navy for Polaris crews, and to the Air Force 
for the ground alert expansion.) The sum 
of these personnel additions is 13,000 men. 
I am also recommending $25 million addi- 
tional in new obligational authority for 
pay of retired personnel of the military 
forces. 

3ut more personnel alone is not enough. 
Iam recommending an additional $65 million 
in new obligational authority for increased 
readiness training of Army and Air Force 
units. These funds will provide for addi- 
tional field training and mobility exercises 
for the Army and test exercises for the com- 
posite air strike forces and MATS unit. 
We recognize the role of exercises and de- 
ployments in demonstrating to our friends 
and opponents our ability to deploy forces 
rapidly in a crisis. 


IV. SAVINGS MADE POSSIBLE 
BY PROGRESS 


The elimination of waste, duplication and 
outmoded or unjustifiable expenditure items 
from the Defense Budget is a long and ardu- 
cus undertaking, resisted by special argu- 
ments and interests from economic, military, 
technical and other special groups. There are 
hundreds of ways, most of them with some 
merit, for spending billions of dollars on 
defense: and it is understandable that every 
critic of this Budget will have a strong 
preference for economy on some expendi- 
ae other than those that affect his branch 
of the 


service, or his plant, or his com- 
munity. 
But hard decisions must be made. Un- 


needed facilities or projects must be phased 
out. The defense establishment must be lean 
and fit, efficient and effective, always adjust- 
ing to new opportunities and advances, and 
Planning for the future. The national in- 
terest must be weighed against special or 
local interests; and it is the national interest 
that calls upon us to cut our losses and cut 
back those programs in which a very dim 
Promise no longer justifies a very large 
cost. 
Specifically : 


| 


Titan II Cuts 


1. Our decision to acquire a very sub- 
stantial increase in second-generation solid- 
fuel missiles of increased invulnerability 
(Polaris and Minuteman) enables us to 


| eliminate safely the last two squadrons of 
| Titan originally contemplated. These would 





| 


not have become operational until 1964, and 
at a cost of $270 million—a cost several times 
that of the Minuteman missiles we are pur- 
chasing for the same period and could in- 
crease with our stand-by facility. $100 mil- 
lion in the 1962 budget can be saved by this 
adjustment. 


B-47 Phase-Out 


2. The phase-out of a number of B-47 
medium bomber wings already planned will 
be accelerated to provide promptly the 
trained crews required for the expanded 
ground alert program. (Fiscal 1962 savings: 
$35 million.) 


Snark Will Go 

3. Additional personnel will also be made 
available by the immediate phase-out of the 
subsonic Snark airbreathing long range mis- 
sile, which is now considered obsolete and of 
marginal military value in view of ICBM 
developments, the Snark’s low reliability and 
penetrability, the lack of positive control 
over its launehings, and the location of the 
entire wing at an unprotected site. (Fiscal 
1962 savings: $7 million). 


B-70 Is Hit 

4. The acquired missile capability pro- 
grammed by this message also makes un- 
necessary and economically unjustifiable the 
development of the B-70 Mach 3 manned 
bomber as a full weapons system at this 
time. The B-70 would not become available 
in operational numbers until well beyond 
1965. By that time we expect to have a large 
number of inter-continental ballistic missiles, 
fully tested and in place, as well as a sub- 
stantial manned bomber force mostly 
equipped with air-to-ground missiles. In 
view of the extremely high cost of the B-70 
system, its lesser survivability as a ground- 
based system and its greater vulnerability in 
the air compared to missiles, its capabilities 
as a second strike system do not appear to 
have sufficient advantages over a much less 
expensive missile, or even a B-52 or succes- 
sor bomber equipped with Skybolt, to justi- 
fy a request in fiscal 1962 for $358 million. 

We recognize, however, that there are still 
uncertainties with respect to the operational 
characteristics of our planned missile force. 
We also recognize that there are certain ad- 
vantages inherent in a controlled force of 
manned bombers. To preserve the option of 
developing this manned bomber weapon 
system, if we should later determine such 
a system is required, I recommend that the 
B-70 program be carried forward essentially 
to explore the problems of flying at three 
times the speed of sound with an airframe 
potentially useful as a bomber, with the 
development of a small number of prototype 
aircraft and related bomb-navigation sys- 
tems. We should also explore the possibility 
of developing a manned bomber system 
specifically designed to operate in an en- 
vironment in which both sides have large 
ICBM forces. 

Even on this more limited basis, the B-70 
project will cost $1.3 billion before it is 
completed in 1967. Approximately $800 mil- 
lion has already been provided, $220 million 
is now requested for 1962—$138 mil- 
lion less than the amount included in the 
January budget—and the balance will be 
required in subsequent years. The total 
development program which I am recom- 
mending will cost $1.4 billion less than that 
previously planned. 


Atomic Plane Decision 

5. Nearly fifteen years and about $1 billion 
have been devoted to the attempted develop- 
ment of a nuclear-powered aircraft: but the 
possibility of achieving a militarily useful 
aircraft in the foreseeable future is still 
very remote. The January budget already 
recommended a severe curtailment of this 
project, cutting the level of effort in half by 
limiting the scope to only one of the two 
different engines under development, al- 
though not indicating which one. We believe 
the time has come to reach a clean-cut deci- 
sion in this matter. Transferring the entire 
subject matter to the Atomic Energy Com- 
mission budget where it belongs, as a non- 
defense research item, we propose to ter- 
minate development effort on both ap- 
proaches on the nuclear powerplant, com- 
prising reactor and engine, and on the 
airframe; but to carry forward scientific 
research and development in the fields of 
high temperature materials and high per- 
formance reactors, which is related to AEC’s 
broad objectives in atomic reactor develop- 
ment including some work at the present 
plants, making use of their scientific teams. 
This will save an additional $35 million in 
the Defense budget for fiscal 1962 below the 
figure previously reduced in January, and 
will avoid a future expenditure of at least 
$1 billion, which would have been necessary 
to achieve first experimental flight.

Eagle Cancelled 

6. The January budget did not include 
funds for the continued development of the 
Navy’s ‘‘Missileer’’ fleet defense aircraft, but 
funds were included for the continued devel- 
opment of the Eagle missile—designed for 
use by the Missileer—in the hope that it 
could be adapted for use by some other air- 
craft. I am now advised that no such alter- 
native use is in prospect; and I have directed 
the cancellation of that project, with a sav- 
ing estimated at almost $57 million in 
1961 and 1962. 


No Polaris On Long Beach 


= 


7. The plan to install Polaris missiles on 
the Cruiser Long Beach has been canceled. 
For effectiveness in a nuclear war, the 
money would be better spent on the far less 
vulnerable Polaris submarines. In a limited 
war, the cruiser’s utility would be reduced 
by the presence of the missiles. (Savings in 
fiscal 1962: $58 million). 


Close 73 Installations 


8. Finally, technological progress causes 
obsolescence not only in military hardware 
but also in the facilities constructed for 
their deployment. We must continually re- 
view our nearly 7,000 military installations 
in the light of our,needs now and in the 
event of emergency. Those bases and in- 
stallations which are no longer required 
must be inactivated, and disposed of where 
feasible, and I have so directed the Secretary 
of Defense. He has already taken steps to 
have 73 domestic and foreign installations 
discontinued as excess to our needs now 
and at any time in the future; and studies 
are continuing now to identify additional 
facilities which are surplus to our require- 
ments. 

I am well aware that in many cases these 
actions will cause hardships to the com- 
munities and individuals involved. We can- 








not permit these actions to be deferred; but 
the Government will make every practicable 
effort to elleviate these hardships, and I have 
directed the Secretary of Defense to take 
every possible step to ease the difficulties for 
those displaced. But it is difficult, with so 
many defense and other budgetary demands, 
to justify support of military installations, 
with high operating and payroll costs and 
property values, which are no longer re- 
quired for the defense of the nation. The 
closing of excess installations overseas will 
in many cases help alleviate our balance of 
payments deficit. 

No net savings are expected to be realized 
in 1962 from these inactivations because of 
the added costs involved in closing, and no 
reductions in the 1962 budget are proposed 
on that account. Substantial savings, approx- 
imately $220 million per year, will be real- 
ized, however, in subsequent years. 

(I am also proposing that $320 million of 
the obligational authority required be pro- 
vided by transfer from the current balances 
of working capital funds in the Defense 
Department. ) 


CONCLUSION 


Our military position today is strong. 
But positive action must be taken now if 
we are to have the kind of forces we will 
need for our security in the future. Our 
preparation against danger is our hope of 
safety. The changes in the Defense pro- 
gram which I have recommended will great- 
ly enhance the security of this Nation in 
the perilous years which lie ahead. It is not 
pleasant to request additional funds at this 
time for national security. Our interest, as 
I have emphasized, lies in peaceful solu- 
tions, in reducing tension, in settling dis- 
putes at the conference table and not on the 
battlefield. I am hopeful that these policies 
will help secure these ends. I commend 
them to the Congress and to the Nation.
